THE VOTE WAS 


Who Pash the River and Harbor Bill Back Into its 
Place-A Notable Rebuke to an Intermeddling 
President—An Ordnance Commission — 
Several Pensions Considered. 


WASHINGTON, August 2,—On motion of Mr. 
Robeson, of New Jersey, the house insisted 
on its disagreement to the senate amendments 
to the naval appropriation bill. The request 
of the senate fora conference was agreed to, 
aud Messrs. Robeson, of New Jersey, Kecham. 
of New York, and Atkins, of Tennessee, were 
appointed conferees on the part of the house. 
Mr. Page, of California, under unanimous 
instructions from the committee on commerce, 
moved to take upthe river and harbor bill 
and pass it, notwithstanding the president’s 
objection thereto. On ordering the previous 


qjuestion on the passage of the bill 
over the veto, the vyote by = division 
stoed 121 ayes and 8 nays, and Mr. Browne, of 
Indiana, raised the point of no quorum. The 
vote by tellers stood 137 ayes to 19 nays, so the 
previous question was ordered. The house 
then proceeded to vote on the passage of the 
bill.

The committee on pension bounty and back 
pay reported a bill granting a pension ot $p7 
a month to the soldiers who have lost an arm 
at the shoulder. Passed. 

The committee on waysand means reported 
a bill providing that claims for the redemp- 
tidn of two-cent documentary stamps may be 
allowed by-the commissioner of internal reve- 
nue. Passed. The speaker called on the 
committees for reports, but no measure of the 
slightest public importance was reported. 
The house then, after transacting some mis- 
cellaneous unimportant business, at 3°40 ad- 
journed., . 

FOR THE MISSISSIPPI COMMISSION, 

Mr. George introduced a bill appropriating 
$200,000 to be expended under the direction 
of the Mississippi commission for the preser- 
vation and improvement of the harbor of 
Vicksburg. He explained that the Mississip- 
piriver was daily receding from the city 
westward, and in view of the urgency of the 
case, urged that the bill be reported back 
either favorably or unfavorably, not later 
than to-morrow. The bili went to the com- 
merce committee. Mr. Morgan called up his 
resolution for the appointment of a commit- 
tee of five to consist of the chairman of the 
military and naval committees, and three 
other members of these committees, to be ap- 
pointed by the chair to consider the subject 
of heavy ordnance and projectiles for the ar- 
mament of the navy and sea coast defenses, 
the committee to set during vacation, to send 
for persons and paper: and to report at the 
ext session. Adopied without debate. The 
consideration of the sundry civil bill was re- 
sumed.

AN INTERESTING PAPER. 

The sundry civil bill was again taken up. 
Mr. Hoar, from the library committee, re- 
ported an appropriation of $55,000 forthe pur- 


chase of the manuscript papers of Benjamin | 
Franklin, and the books, etec., of the Franklin | 


collection, belonging to Henry Stevens, of 
London. He spoke of. the papers as an inter- 
esting contribution to the diplomatic and naval 
history of the revolution, and as a property 
part of the archieves of our government. 
Among them was a petition to the king 
signed by all the signers of the declaration of 
independence, which was sent to Dr. Frank- 
lin, then agent of Pennsylvania, to be pre- 
sented ia 1774, and which the king refused 
to receive. The item-was agreed to. Mr. 
Voorhees, from the same committee, reported 
an itern of $20,000 for the purchase of the 
original letters, letter books and military 
maps of Count De Rochainbeau, dating from 
1780 to 17904. He stated that these included 
152 lettersfrom Washington, written during 
the period in which the count commanded 
the French troops co-operating with the 
Americans in the revolution; that 
these related to the conduct of 
the war, and that very few of them had been 
published. The item was agreed to. The 
appropriations committee. reported an item 
appropriating $200,000 to meet the extra ex- 
penditure made necessary by the bill recently 
passed reorganizing the letter carriers’ sys- 
tem, providing for promotions from $800 to 
$1,000 grade, etc. He had read at the clerk's 
desk a department communication showing 
the estimated cost of the change to be $280.,- 
OOO. Agreed to. Mr. Hoar offered an amend- 
ment empowering the governor of Utah terri- 
tory to appoint Officers to fill the vacancies in 
the territory caused by the failure to elect 
successors to the present incumbents. He 
had read a communication from the judges of 
the territory setting forth that the registration 
Offices having been vacated under the Ed- 
munds’ law, no registration had been made 
this year, and consequently the election fixed 
for the present month couid not be held. The 
trouble was apprehended trom this failure to 
elect, especially as many of the present in- 
cumbents are understood to be polygamists 
and disqualified from holding office by the 
Edmunds’ law. The amendment prevailed 
without objection. Mr. Butler offered an dad- 
vocated an amendment establishing a cooling 
dock and naval storehouse at Port Royal. 8. 
C., and appropriating $5,000 — therefor. 
Adopted. Mr. Jones, of Florida, moved an 
appropriation of $60,000 for completing four 
sections of the dry dock at Pensacola navy 
yard. Agreed to—yeas 25, nays 21. 

On motion of Mr. Brown an item was in- 
serted to facilitate the lighting of Savannah 
river from the bar at Tybee to Savannah. Mr. 
Hawley advocated an increase of $60,000 in 
the item for the signal service, making 
310,000, He said the smaller sum was 
predicated upon two daily weather 
observations instead of three as heretofore, 
and that the latter number was essential to 
the efficiency of the bureau, the officers ot the 
service believing that its usefulness would be 
impaired unless the additional sm was voted. 
Agreed to. 

HEADING OFF BOGUS SPEECHES. 

Mr. Anthony moved to insert in the item 
to pay for printing the debate and proceedings 
in the Congressional Record the words ‘‘as 
actually delivered and nothing else.’’ He 
said his object was to stop the practice of 
publishing in the Record speeches that were 
never made, and spoke of the extent which 
this abuse had been carried. Agreed to. A 
larze numberof proposed amendments were 
ruled out on point of order. The celerity 
with which they were disposed of causing 
some amusement upon the bills being re- 
ported to the senate. All amendments were 
concurred in, wfth the exception of those 
upon which special votes were reserved. Mr. 
Hoar’s amendment authorizing the appoint- 
nents of the Utah officials by the governor of 
that territory, was amended on motion of Mr. 
brown, so as to limit the service of the ap- 
pointees to eight months. The bill then 
passed, The senate. at 8:30 p.m., adjourned. 


THE LAST FEW DAYS. 


a Little Industry as Summer 
are Away.

WasHINGTON, July 51.—These last days of 
the session are marked by an expeditious bus- 
iness-like spirit in striking contrast to the 
dallying of the eight months of taikative and 
untruitiul legislation. Thesenate reined itself 
down to the five minute rule to day with re- 
markable resignation fora budy so given to 
disputation. While there are very few good 
speakers in that illustrious body, there are 
several of the most persistent ones [ have ever 
heard. Three of them | could name have 
talked enough this session to keep their 
constituents amply supplied with -reading 
matter until the oraters come back in Decem- 
ber and continue their windy work. One of 
these wordy worthies spoke not long ago 
over an hour to five senators and David 
Davis. Another senator happening to come 
in the Illinois heavy weight called him to the 
chair, asked him to preside for a moment, 
and then ambled to the cloak room, where he 
hid until he heard the noise in the senate 
chamber cease. David Davis never spoke 
more than three or four times during his five 
years on the floor, and it not hard to 
see that one of the dearest prices he pays for 
his present elevation isthe enforced duty of 
listening to the dull debates. The democrats 
in the senate improved the naval bill very 
much. Robeson and his crowd will try to re- 
ject some of the most important amendments 
in the house. This hitch and other trouble 
may run the session into another week, 
though the impatience to get away is becom 
ing more apparent every day.

SITTING IN CONVENTION. 


THE PARTISAN PRIMARIES SUR- 
VEYING THE GROUND. 


The Close of the State Convention of Seuth Carolina 
~—Speaker Keifer Renominated for Congress 
Geperal Finley Indorsed—The Indiana 
State Democratic Convention. 


Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

CovumBia, August 2.—The state democratic 
convention reassembled this morning at 9 
o'clock and immediately proceeded to com- 
plete the state ticket. Rey, Ellison Capers, 
of Greenville, was nominated for superin- 
tendent of education, and Artbur Mani- 
gault, the present adjutant and _ inspector- 
general, was renominated without opposition. 
The ticket is generally conceded to be a very 
strong one. The committee on platform and 
resolutions reported the following platform, 
which was, after a short discussion, adopted: 

THE PRINCIPLES ANNOUNCED. 

First—Just legislation, and impartial 
administration of egual iaws, economy with 
efticiency in every department of state gov- 
ernment, 

Second—Popular education isthe best work 
of free institutions. Liberal appropriations 
should be made for public schools for the 
whole people. 

Third—The systematic efforts of the repub- 
lican party to abstract reform and destroy 
good government in South Carolina by turn- 
ing to partisan. purposes the appointing pow- 
ers of the federal government are a 
a standing menace to the people of this 
state, anda growing danger to guod citizens 
in every partof the union. Federal offices 
in this state are made political infirmaries and 
training schools for the defeat of honest gov- 
ernment in South Carolina. 

Fourth—The honest home rule democracy 
of Suuth Carolina, representing the taxpay- 
ers of the state and a majority of the whole 
people invite and have the right to expect the 
sympathy and support of their fellow-coun- 
trymen in their strenuous efforts to preserve 
an intelligent and equal administration of 
the government. 

Fifth—The practice of packing juries in 
political cases in the United Srates courts 
in this state isa criminal violation of the in- 
alienable right of every citizen toa fair trial 

y ajury of his peers. 

Sixth.—The extension of the franciise as a 
political result of the late war has enlarged 
the enormous number of present and _ pros- 
pective voters, requiring education in the pub- 
lic schools. The burden was increased while 
the ability of the state to bear it was dimin- 
ished. ‘The federal government, by liberal 
appropriations from the treasury on the basis 
of illiteracy, should help the southern states 
to cure the evil of non-intelligent suffrage, a 
national danger which calls for national action 
and national aid. 

Seventh—Civil service reform appointments 
to minor offices under tests will indicate the 
qualifications of applicants; promotion by 
merit, a fixed tenure of offices, and no re- 
movals except for cause, 

EKighth—Blackmailing public servants un- 
der the guise of political assessments converts 
the public treasury te the extent of the con- 
tributions called for into a campaign fund 
for the advancement of a political party,thus 
taxing the whole people for partisan purposes’ 

Ninth—The present protective tariffrobs the 
many for the benefit of the few. The duties 
on imports should be decreased, and an early 
repeal of the duty on cotton ties, on ma- 
chinery used in the manufacture of cotton 
and wool, and on tools and agricultural im- 
plements, will stimulate manufacturers and 
be a welcome relief to the farmer and the l|a- 
borer. 

Tenth—It is most desirable that the inter- 
nal revenue taxation be abolished so soon as 
tLis can be accomplished without rendering 
permanent the existing protective system. 
Rigid economy in the conduct of the govern- 
ment will hasten the day when the taritl 
shall be as mederate as in the early days of 
the republic, and the army of office-holders 
employed undertbe internal revenue laws 
may be disbanded. 

Eleveu:h—The public credit, national and 
state, must be religiously maintained. 

‘Twelfth—In the conduct of affairs in this 
state the democracy have been actuated by 
but one desire, and that is to promote the 
vreatest good of the state. Only within the 
democratic party, and by party action, can 
defective legislation be remedied, without itm- 
periling the safety and well being of the state. 
Democratic unity is public safety and privat 
security. 

Thirteenth—lIn the state, justice and equal- 
ity for all, to ensure harmony-and good will 
between the races; in the union, no section- 
alism in policy or feeling—an indissoluble 
union of indestructible states—one flag, one 
country, one destiny. 

Numerous unimportant resolutions were 
adopted, and at 1 o'clock the convention ad- 
journed sine die. 

NEW YORK REPUBLICANS, 

New York, August 2—The republican 
state convention has oevn called to meet at 
Saratoga September 20th. The assembling of 
the republican state committee did not excite 
the interest that attaches to the democratic 
gathering of aweek hence at Saratoga, for 
the reason that itis well understood that 
Governor Cornell has really re-nominated 
himself in advance of the state convention, 
and the state committee have only to arrange 
the details. Friends o/ the governor state that 
he has ceased to work for his nomination, 
taking that result as fixed and that now he is 
doing the work that is usually attended to 
after the convention has been held. They 
speak with entire confidence of his going 
through the form of a nomination 
without practical opposition, and seem 
to take it for granted that the maicon- 
tents will tall into line assoon as the final 
decision is made.

WasHIncTon, August 2.—In the star route 
trials to-day, Delegate Maginis took the stand 
and testified principally to his efforts to fur- 
ther the general policy of the star route ex- 
tensions. The next witness was A. C. Buell, 
one of the editors of the Evening Critic and 
Sunday Capital.

BOTH BELONG TO BRADY,

with which to purchase the Sunday Capital 
from Don Piatt, at first as a loan to Buell, 
but the paper was afterwards transferred to 
Brady tocancel Buell’sdebt. Brady furnished 
all the money for the original purchase and 
the subsequent improvement of the Critic. 
Buell also testified that he had published an 
article in the interest of Monroe Saulsbury, 
the mail contractor, by agreeinent 
and bad drawn upon Saulsbury for his pay, 
but the draitt had been protested. ‘The de- 
fense interposed a continual objection to this 
line ef cross-examination, as it had gone be- 
yond the purpose for which Buell was placed 
on the stand. He had been called merely 
with reference to Walsh's testimony. To 
several questions Buell replied that he did 
ndt recoilect. 

A WARNING HEEDED. 

Judge Wylie told him chat the subjects 
upon which he was being questioned were 
such asa man of intelligence would not be 
likely to forget, and warned him that evasions 
would not be permitted. Thenceforward his 
answers were direct. Buell said that Walsh 
had paid him for his services in aid of the 
passage of Brady's postoftice deficiency appro- 
priation bill Witness acknowledged having 
written an article published in the Capital on 
June 26, 188l—entitled’-—‘‘Somewhat per- 
sonal.’’

- TURKISH DIPLOMACY. 


ENGLAND PRESENTS HER CASE IN 
THE CONFERENCE, 


And the Turkish Plienipotentiaries Make a Well. 
Considered RKeply—Russian Reluctance to 
Pavor English Intrigues—DeLesseps at 
the Canal-—Other Foreign Notes. 


Special Dispatch to the Censtitution. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, August 2.—At the sitting 
of the conference to-day M. Onon, the Rus- 
sian representative, and Said Pasha, Turkish 
delegate, made declarations on bebalf of their 
respective governments. Lord Dufferin ex- 
plained England's action at Alexandria. He 
said that the forts had been destroyed 
solely as a measure defense, and 
that the steps which followed were imposed 
by force majeure. England’s sole object was 
to restore peace and order, to secure the free 
navigation of the Suez canal and to restore 
the authority of the khedive. While resery 
ing liberty of action, events might render it 
necessary for England to accept the co-opera- 
tion of any power ready to give it. 
Lord Dufferin added: “We also accept the 
sultan’s friendly aid. We are glad to be re- 
lieved of the uncertainty regarding the real 
intentions of the sultan caused by the decora- 
tion bestowed upon Arabi, Pasha. We still 
require that a proclamation be issued support- 
ing the authority of the khedive and x <a 
ing Arabi Pasha a rebel.”’ 

THE TURKISH REPLY. 

The Ottoman plenipotentiaries made the 
following declaration; ‘‘We have taken note 
of the communications of Lord Dufferin and 
each member of the conference, regarding the 
point that England is obliged to maintain 
troops in Egypt in consequence of the inac- 
tion of the porte. The Ottoman representa- 
tives are of the opinion that action 
on the part of the sultan 
would be more practical and efficacious 
than the action by England. The assertion 
of inaction on the partor the porte is un- 
founded, as afterthe presentation of the iden- 
tical note the porte agreed (ov take part in the 
couference and to dispateh troops to Egypt. 
Secondly, the resolution of the porte to dis- 
patch troops to Egypt was based upon the 
tenor of the identical note, and satisfied the 
powers, but the attitude adopted by England 
In suvordinating her acceptance of the arri- 
val and co-operation oi Turkish troops to 
the proclamation of Arabi Pasha as a rebel, 
is not in accordance with the satisfaction ex- 
pressed by the powers. Thirdly. The porte 
never declined the assistance of the powers to 
maintain the status quo; which was proved 
by Turkey accepting the conditions of the 
identical note relating to the future of Egypt. 
Fourthly. Regarding the issue of a proclama- 
tion declaring Arabi Pasha a rebel, the porte 
hopes the conference will approve of the 
proclamation being issued simultaneously 
with the presence of Ottoman troops in 
Egypt, in order to obtain an 
efficacious and practical result whenever 
disorder require the adoption of rigorous 
measures. As the proclamation is to explain 
the situation, and to impeach asubject of the 
sultan who was decorated at a moment when 
manifesting fidelity, it must derive its force 
from the immediate co-operation of the im- 
perial troops, whose absence at the promulga- 
tion would render the provisions of the proc 
lamation barren of result and aggravate the 
present state of things. The conference will 
recognize in the porte a sincere desire to re- 
store order and to establish a loyal under- 
standing with the powers.” 

RUSSIAN RELUCTANCE TO JOIN IN, 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

Sr, PererssurG, August 2.—A semi official 
statement is published that Russia never in- 
dorsed the Anglo-French naval demonstration 
in Egyptian waters, but, on the contrary, de- 
clared that although not wishing to oppose, 
she would never encourage isolated action. 
This continues to be the standpoint of Russia, 
wbo aims toinduce Great Britain again to 
join in a European programme and to com- 
bine her action with that of the porte, on the 
basis of the decisions of the conference.

TOUCHING THE TARIFB, 


Assistant Seceretary French Display! Mis Leara 
te the Geenenietion. = ing 


Lone Branca, N. J., August 2.—Before the 
tarift commission Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury French, gave his views as to the 
importance and necessity of the creation of a 
tribunal for the speedy determination of dis- 
puted questions arising from time to time in 
custom cases. A circular from Secretary of 
the Treasury Windom, to the chambers of 
commerce and boards of trade of the country 
showed there were 18,000 custom suits pend- 
ing. These, of course, did not represent so 
many distinct questions; on. the contrary, 
large numbers of them depended on the same 
points; but owing to the law’s delay import- 
ers had to continue’ bringing suits on 
every importation. Owing, however, 
to the death of President Gartield 
and the change in the cabinet, the plan fora 
tribunal bad fallen through. It had been op- 
posed also by lawyers who were interested in 
those litigations and who represented it Wasa 
new scheme of the treasury department to get 
the advantage of the — and when a 
bill for the creation of such a court was intro- 
duced in the senate by Sherman it was de- 
nounced in the New York papers as a new 
scheme of the treasury to wrohg the impor- 
ters in some way or other. In point of fact 
the scheme was for the benefit of the impor- 
ters. And instead of being for the purpose of 
giving a new power to the treasury it was pro- 
posing to part with all power which it now 
had over the subject. Everybody in the de- 
partment desired to get rid of these contro- 
versies and labor. One plan was to arrange 
matter very much as the _  valua-

a * to leave it to the  de- 
cision of appraisers and let their judgment be 
final. Another plan, and one which he him- 
self favorec, was the creation of a customs 
court, composed partly of experts and of one 
or two eminent lawyers, the members of the 
court to receive $5,000 or $6,000 a year or 
more, to hold their appointments perma- 
nently and tositin New York. He would 
have the decision of that court final and un- 
appealable. One objection made te that plan 
was its expense, but he thought if the coun- 
try could afford to give $19,000,000 to the im- 
provement of mud-puddies, it would not be- 
grudge $30,000 or $40,000 a year to the main- 
tenance of this court, which would save the 
present enormous cost of litigations. An- 
other proposition was to give jurisdiction of 
all these questions to the court of claims. 
Tha: would certainly be a great improvement 
on the present system. This was a very im- 
portant matter, and he hoped the tariff com- 
mission would take up the question and 
make some definite recommendation on the 
subject. 

THE SUGAR QUESIION 

Passing on to the sugur question he gave a 
history of the law fixing the Dutch standard 
of color asthe test of value and taxation; 
how that standard has been falsified by artifi- 
cial modes of darkening colors; how the 
polariscope is adopted by the whole trade as 
a just criterion of the value of sugar; how ob- 
jection was made by sugar importers to its 
being adopted by the treasury department. 
and how high qualities of raw sugar now 
come in atlow rates, being artificially dis- 
colored. There never had been atime, he 
said, when the sugar importers tendered to 
the committee on ways and means any agree- 
ment as to the best mode of collecting 
duties on sugar. They could not agree 
among themselves about it. He suggested 
perhaps the best way out of the whole sugar 
difficulty would be to apply the ad valorem 
system to it. There were practically two 
questions before the commission: One was 
whether the tax on sugar should be lowered 
or increased or retained as it is; the other was 
how different grades of sugar should be graded 
and ascertained. Sugar now paid the largest 
amount of revenue to the government. The 
amount for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1881, was over $18,000,000, and that for the 
last fiscal year would probably exceed $50,- 
U0, 000, 
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THE VENEZUELA CLAIM, 


A Berles of Systematic Frauds Forced Upen a South 
American KRepablic. 


Wasurncton, August 2—An elaborate re- 
port from the committee on foreign affairs in 
relation to the Venezuela claims commission 
was submitted to the house by Mr. Rice, of 
Massachusetts, who is the author of the re- 
port. The committee carefully review the 
testimony, which goes to show that awards 
were obtained from the commission by sys- 
tematic fraud, and impeaches the integrity of 
the commission itself. The committee re- 
mark that the treaty with Venezuela called 
fora commission to consider the claims of 
American citizens against Venezuela, and 
there has been, in fact, no valid commission, 
The alleged commission was a conspiracy; its 
proceedings were tainted with fraud, 
which affects all of its awards. 
It was discussed throughout and 
there is no method known to the committee 
bv which to separate the fraudulent part from 
the honest part and establish any portion in 
soundness and integrity. 

Justice to Venezuela demands that the pro- 
ceedings be set aside speedily and without cir- 
cuitous action. Itis held by the committee 
that the court of claims cannot properly be 
invested with the decision of the claims 
aygainst Venezuela, because the court of claims 
is an American tribune, in whose creation 
Venezuela bad no voice and to whose juris- 
diction she has not submitted. She has agreed 
to submit the claim to a mixed commission, 
and as yet there has been no such commission 
whose action is binding and valid She is now 
ready to co-operate with our government 
in the creation of such a commission, and 
professes to be ready to meet itsawards The 
United States, seeking a position of the high- 
est influence with the republics of this conti- 
nent, cannot afford to do anything in her 
dealing with these republi®#s which is incon- 
sistent with exact and impartial justice. If 
there are any innocent boiders of certificates 
of awards from the former commission they 
should be protected, but the certificates have 
no such character as to exempt them from 
the equities between the original parties. 
Justice to the parties who refused to com- 
ply with the demands of the conspirators, and 
whose claims were not considered by the 
former couimission, requires a new one by 
whom they can be heard and jadged accord- 
ing to their merits. The committee recom- 
mend that the president be authorized to cor- 
respond with the Venezuelan government 
with a view to the appointment of anew 
nixed commission which stall sit in the city 
of Washington and consider all evidence pre- 
sented before the former commission that may 
be summitted hereafter, and make awards ac- 
cording to its judgment, and that all noneys 
which have been or may hereafter be received 
from Venezuela under the treaty shall be 
distributed pro rata in payment of awards by 
the commission now proposed to be estab- 
lished. The report of the committee was 
ordered to be printed and the resolution was 
placed upon the calendar, where it will prob- 
ably remain until next session of congress. 
It is expected thata minority of the commit- 
tee will submit a statement of their reasons 
for dissenting from the conclusions of the 
majority. Venezuela Orth, who is a member 
of the foreign affairs committee, was not 
present at the meeting of the committee to-

NEWS OF THE DAY ALL OVER 
GEORGIA. 


A Strong Convention of Bibb County Democrats and 
its Resul‘—Thomaston Topics—Protracted Bal- 
loting—Valdosta—Houston Democrats— 
DuBignon for Senstor—Etc., Etc, 


Special Correspondence of the Constitution. 
Macon, July 31.—The waves of popular 
emotion are raging high in Bibb county. The 
political caldron has commenced boiling. 
The fires were lighted Saturday last at a mass- 
meeting of the democrats of Bibb held at the 
court house, and called ‘‘to select delegates 
to the convention to nominate a candidate 
for congressman from the sixth congressional 
district, to be held in Milledgeville on August 
9th, and for other business.’’ A large at- 
tendance was present, and the scenes of the 


meeting were of a most lively nature. The 
debate at times almost became violent, and 
personal expressions were uttered. Much 
animus and prejudice were displayed Hun- 
dreds of men were standing on their feet at 
one time, some in the wildest confusion, 
many gesticulating madly, and others clamor- 
ing for recognition from the chairman. A 
similar demonstration of discordant feeling 
has not been witnessed here in long years. 
The bone of contention was the ratification 
of the nomination of Stepbens for governor. 

The meeting was called to order by Hon. 
Geo. W. Gustin, chairman of the Bibb county 
democratic executive committee, one of the 
ablest lawyers, truest men and purest demo- 
crats at the Macon bar. 

Major Cicero A. Tharpe, one of our honored 
representatives in the last legislature, was 
made permanent chairman of the convention, 
and despite the excitement of the occasion 
and the general wild uproar, he presided with 
great patience and calmness. 

The first business of the meeting, the elec- 
tion of congressional delegates, was quietly 
and quickly performed,and the following gen. 
tlemen were chosen: Messrs. Wm. H. Ross, L. 
A.*Jordan, J. G. Lowe, A. W. Gibson, C. D. 
Findlay, W. R. Rogers, H. B. Davis, W.. R. 
Phillips, C. C. Balkcom, W. A. Lofton, James 
Holmes and Washington Dessau. They wiil 
vote for our present distinguished representa- 
tive, the Hon. James H. Blount, who con- 
tinues, by able services and unwavering atten- 
tion to duty, to come up to the fullest expec- 
tations of his constituency. 

The apple of discord was thrown into the 
convention when Mr. Washington Dessau, an 
intimate political, business and social asso- 
ciate and friend of the Hon. A. O. Bacon, in- 
troduced the following resolutions: 

“Whereas, At the democratic state conven- 
tion, recently held in the city of Atlanta, the 
following nominations were made: For 
governor, Hon. A. H. Stephens; for congress- 
man-at-large, Hon. Thomas Hardeman, Jr.; 
for secretary of state, Hon. N. C. Barnett; 
for comptroller-general, Hon. W. A. Wright; 
for treasurer. Hon. D. N. Speer; for attorney- 
general, Hon. Clifford Anderson ; 

“Resolved, That we, the democratic party 
of Bibb county, in convention assemble ',.do 
hereby ratify said nominations, and pledge 
our support to the same in the ensuing elec- 
tion.” 

Mr. J. F. Hanson promptly moved to lay 
the resolutions on the table, seconded by 
Captain W. W. Carnes and others in strong 
speeches in support of their position. 

Captain John P. Fort, Colonel H. H. Jones, 
W. B. Hill, Mr. Thomas Willingham and 
others in emphatic addresses favored the 
adoption of the resolutions. ‘The anti-Ste- 
phens men expressed themselves as_ being 
willing to vote for the resolutions if Ste- 
phens’s name was dropped therefrom, but 
Stephens’s advocates would not here to the 

roposition and preferred having a test vote. 
Mr. Dessau made a strong appeal for the 
adoption of his resolutions. 

MUCH CONFUSION, 

After much confusion the motion to table 
the resolutions was finally put to a viva voce 
vote, and declared by the chair as lost. 

A motion to adjourn was made and 
onded but lost. A number of anti-Stephens 
men now left the hall, and ona vote being 
taken to adopt the resolutions, the motion 
was carried. The state of the meeting at this 
stage was of the wildest excitement and live- 
liest emotion. The next important feature of 
the convention was the introduction of the 
following resolution by Mr. J. T. Boiteuillet: 

‘Resolved, That the name of George W. 
Gustin, of Macon, is hereby recommended as 
the choice of the democrats of Bibb county 
as the nominee for the office of state senator 
for this the twenty-second senatorial district.” 

The resolution was instantly seconded by 
scores of voices, proud to have the pleasure of 
voting for such a man as George W. Gustin, 
the equal of any lawyer in ability and the 
peer of any man in the honesty of his charac- 
ter and the warmth and sincerity of his heart. 
Anumber of stirring speeches were made 
eulogistic ot Mr. Gustin. 

A motion was made by Mr. Willie Rogers 
tosubstitute the name of Colonel Isaac Har- 
deman for that of Mr. Gustin. The motion 
wus declared out of order, though it was sug- 
gested to the friends of Colonel Hardeman 
that hisname could be placed in regular 
nomination, and thus a test vote obtained 
which could but result in the overwhelming 
election of Mr. Gustin, for his friends were 
present in large majority. The resolution 
recommending Mr. Gustin as the choice of 
the democrats of Bibb county was carried by 
acclamation. 

The immense crowd numbering far into the 
hundreds advocated Gustin almost unani- 
mously, and if the matter was left to primary 
vote, Gustin would defeat Hardeman tiiree to 
one, not that Hardeman is unworthy, for he 
is a gentleman of exalted character and fine 
ability, both of which are also possessed by 
Mr. Gustin in an eminent degree, but the 

eople of Bibb county consider Mr. Gustin as 
beahly deserving of the honorand position by 
reason of the valuable services he has ex- 
tended the democratic party through a long 
series of years when the country was groan- 
ing under republican Oppression, and from 
the dark night of radical reconstruction 
unto the bright days of democratic 
srromise, he has been ever found 
battling in the front ranks for truth and for 
right.

THE POMOLOGICAL SOCIETY IN 
MEETING AT MACON. 


An Iateresting Anuoual Assembiage of the Most [m- 
portan Fruit-Growers—An Account of the 
Procsedings and of the Most R-markable 
Display of Fruit—Election—Etc. 


S ecial Correspondence of The Constitution. 
Macon, August 1.—The Georgia State Hor- 


large hall over the passenger depot, where 
they were welcomed in elegant style by Ma- 
con’s mayor, Mr. Corput. He not only wel- 
comed the members of the society to the cen- 
tral city and to the homes and firesides of her 
citizens, but invited the society to make its 
permanent home with them.

He suggested 
that the trees be either so pruned with low 
heads so as to shade their own bodies or pro- 
tect them by artificial means, such as boxing 
with plank, ete. <A large part of the afternoon 


session was occupied with hearing reports of | 


district fruit committees read. At the 
night session the catalogue of fruits was taken 
Up, cud that partoftit which relates to peaches 
discussed aud revised.

H. Rumph, of Willow Lake nur 
series, has a very fine display of apples and 
peaches. He exhibits 61 plates of peaches, 
44 of apples, besides a few of pears, pome- 
granates and quinces.

feature of this display is the number of very | 


superior seedlings originated by Mr. Rumph. 
His Elberta peach, exhibited for the second 


time this season, is a decided acquisition to | 


the list. It is a large luscious yellow-red 
freestone peach of very excellent quality. 
He exhibits other seedlings cf fine size and 
quality. Mr. P. J. Berckmans, of Augusta, 
exhibits 44 plates of pears, 18 of 
grapes, besides plums, Siberian crabs, ap- 
les, quinces, Japanese persimmons, Ce. 
Williams & Yates, Upson nurseries, exhibit 
19 plates apples, 10 pears, 14 peaches, 19 of 
grapes, besides Siberian crabs, ete. Dr. Sam- 
uel Hape, of Hapeville nursery, has 9 plates 
of pears in which there are some extra fine 
specimens of Bartlett, Duchess, Seckle, 11 
plates of grapes, among which are specimens 
of some valuable new varieties, inc!uding 
Golden, Packlington, Prentiss, Duchess, 
Triumph and Irving, all of which are very 
fine. Mr. A. T. Holt, of Bolingbroke, has 44 
plates of peaches, embracing some very fine 
seedlings of the Chinese cling, besides some 
plates of grapes, apples and fine tomatoes, 

Mr. W. B. Robinson, of Downing Hill nur- 
series, exhibits 16 plates pears, 14 of apples 
and 22 of grapes. Mr. H. M. C. Booyer, of 
Hogansville, has 6 plates of very fine apples. 
Mr. L. L. Varnadoe, of Thomasville, has 6 
plates of fine LeConte pears. This gentleman, 
who has been somewhat a pioneer in growing 
the LeCVonte, is reaping a rich harvest from 
his venture. Besides selling annually a large 
number of young trees which he grows from 
the cuttings, he has 40,000 now growing from 
cuttings set last winter—he has zathered 
and shipped this summer from twenty 
bearing LeConte pear trees 221 bushel crates 
of pears. The first shipment brought $6.50 
in Boston, the second $5, the third $4. and 
they are now sellingat about $3: so that it is 
safe to say that they will average him $4 per 
bushel, which will make a yield of $884 from 
twenty trees, or $44.20 per tree. Three of 
these trees are nine years old, and eighv are 
seven years. A few acres in LeConte pear 
trees and nursery pay Mr. Varnedoe more 
annually than most 1,000-acre plantations. 
Dr. J.P. H. Brown, Augusta, Ga., exhibits 
ten plates of grapes, including some very fine 
specimens. 

MRS. BRYAN’S EXHIBIT,

She is the daughter of Mr. Charles Wallace 
Howard, who spent the best days of lis life in 
a labor of love for the advancement of the in- 
terests of the agriculture Georgia.

iryan isalady of rare intellectual attain- 
wents, unlimited energy and extraordinary 
practical sense, 

She is the only person northof Atlanta who 
has ever exhibited fruit at the fairs of the 
state horticultural society. She is setting an 
example well worthy the imitation, not only 
of the ladies of Georgia, but of the men as 
well. Itis too early for her grapes which are 
not yet ripe, but she,hasjon exhibition 14 plates 
of very fine apples. The coloring of her fruit 
is unusually fine. The finest apples exhibit- 
ed at the cotton exposition last fall were con- 
tributed by her. Besides apples she has on 
exhibition three plates of pears and quite a 
variety of vegetables. 

Mr. W. W. Woodruff, of Griffin, has nine 
plates of pears, including some very superior 
specimens of Bartlett and Duchess and Seckle. 
He has also four plates of fine grapes. San- 
ford & Thomson exhibit six plates of LeConte 
pears, A striking feature. of the exhibit of 
fruits isthe superior quality of the speci- 
mens. There are other exhibits which I will 
notice to-morrow. An interesting feature of 
the display is some evaporated fruit and veg- 
etables, prepared and exhibited by Mr.

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E.x-Senator McDouald’s Politieal Proguostications for 
Next Fall’s Elections. 
From an Interview in the Chicago Times, 

‘“‘T believe the prospects to be decidedly fa- 
vyorable to the democracy this fall,’’ answered 
ex-Senator McDonald in reply to a question 
from a reporter. ‘‘We will probably gain 
three or four congressmen in Pennsy!lvania, 
and as many in Ohio. I look fera gain in 
New York, and am confident of a gain of two, 
and perhaps three in Indiana The next 
house of representatives will, | believe, be 
democratic by asmall majority. I am afraid 
New York will be lost to the democracy, as I 
see no change in the conditions which have 
proven so disastrous to the party during the 
past few years. The same combinations have 
<ontrol, and the republicans will be likely to 
elect their state ticket. The schism in the 
republican party in Pennsylvania will ena- 
ble the democracy to elect their state ticket 
this fall, and the disaifection amony the Ger- 
mans in Ohio will elect the democratic state 
ticket. ‘the democrats of Indiana will elect 
their state ticket in November, and, as said 
before, gain two or three congressmen.”’ 

“What will be the issue upon which the 
democrats can come before the people in 1854, 
with a hope of winning?’ 

“Revenue reform ought to be the leading 
issue.”’ 

“Do you think a revenue reform plat- 
form of free-trade tendencies would be popu- 
lar?” 

‘‘Most assuredly. I should not expect to 
carry Pennsplvania on such an issue, but 
Pennsylvania is a republican state, and it 
wuuld be folly to expect its electoral vote to 
be thrown for a democratic président in 1284, 
even though it should be democratic this year. 
I believe New York could be carried on that 
piatform, and the republicans would have to 
work very hard to save [llinvis, where there 
is astrong free-trade sentiment.”’ 

‘‘As the west would be expected to rally to 
the re nea of free trade principles, will it 
not follow that the next democratic candi- 
date for the president will be a western man 
in the event of the adoption of a free trade 
platform by the national convention?” 

‘I think the next candidate of the deme- 
cratic party will be a western man, but not 
necessarily for the reason that you have 
given. The republicans have nominated and 
elected western men for several terms, and 
the democrats have chosen eastern men for 
their standard bearers, with disastrous re- 
sult. The feeling has been growing that it 
was time for a change, and that a western 
man should be given the place of honor on 
the national ticket.’’ 

“Who will that man be? Governor Hen- 
dricks?”’ 

“You will pardon me, but I must ask to be 
excused from saying anything in regard to 
possible candidates. Whatever I might say 
would be liable to misconstruction, and I 
prefer to say nothing.”’ 

“Will you say anything about yourself on 
this same very delicate point,’’ inquired the 
reporter, With a smile that was intended to 
be excessively winning. ‘Your name has 
been widely mentioned in connection with 
the presidency.” 

The senator smiled in return, puffed his 
cigar leisurely, and then said that for the very 
reason that his name had been suggested and 
might be presented in the future it would be 
a manifest impropriety for him to discuss the 
point raised. 

‘Do vou think tae anti-monopoly question 
will be madean issue in the next uational 

am paign ?”’ 

‘“] don’t much think it will,” was the 
response. ‘‘There is something intangible in 
the anti-monopolist cry, and as I am a prac- 
tical man, I cannot exactly see what good is 
to be accomplished by the anti-monopoly 
leagues. I have never been in favor of wag: 
ing war on capital, and while I can readtly 
understand that a more equitable adjustment 
of the forces represented by labor and capital 
would be very desirable, I must confess I do 
notsee how the adjustment is going to be 
brought about by any of the plans that have 
been proposed. If such a retorm were prac- 
tical l would be forit. This question may 
be made a national issue later on, but hardly 
in 1884.” 

‘*What about prohibition?” 

‘That isa question that can scarcely be 
made a general issue, for the reason that 
each state has absolute control of the liquor 
traffic, and the federal government has really 
nothing to do with it.’’

Commercial union—what is 
it, how far does it go, what would be the po- 
litical effect, or its effect on our revenues? | 
have been speaking of stoals of oftice-bunt 
ers, and | believe as understood commercial 
union would kill off a good deal of this 
poison. in Canada we want a cheaper goy- 
ernment, less offices, and more farm working, 
more dependence on ourselves, less looking 
to government pap. Commercial union 
would kill off thousands of official flies and 
cheapen government expenses. It would 
give us all the neighboring states as markets 
and wipe out the thousands of custom houses, 
It would build up the towns and counties 
adjoining the borders of American 
cities like Detroit, Butfalo and Ogdensburg. 
It would give us American settlers and man- 
ufacturers. It would give us more toreigners 
from Europe and more emigrants from Eng- 
land, Ireland and Scotland. It would give 
more work to our railways and ships. It 
would kill oft the corrupt politicians to a 
greatextentat Ottawa. The true policy of 
the dominion is not toape European aristo- 
cracies in political matters, but to simplify 
government and its expenditures, making the 
people self-dependent—self-raising. 

Let anyone go to the cities of Detroit, Buf- 
falo Chicago, San Francisco, Boston, 
Cleveland, and compare them and their sur 
roundings with the best we have. Yet how 
beautiful—yes, how beautifulin everything 
are the cities of Toronto, Montreal, Haniil- 
ton, sLondon, Quebec and Halifax, Beautiful 
in all except advancing commerce, Increasing 
populations, freedom: of a wide continental!

THE JAPAN: 


A Letter From General rant to the House Foreign 
Affaira Committee. 

Wasuineton, August 1.—Chairman Wil- 
liams. of the house commiitiee on f Peipi uf- 
fairs. has received the following letter efrom 
General Grant with reference to the return of 
the Japanese indemnity fund: 

Lone Brancnu. N. J., July 24, 1882.—Hon. 
C, G. Wiiliams, Chairman Cormmittee on For- 
eign Affairs—Dear Sir: Seeing that there isa 
disagreement in the conference CcorwWuittee of 
the senate and house as to whether the re- 
funding to Japan of the indemnity exacted 
from that government, improperly as I verily 
believe, and I was strongly confirmed in that 
belief during my visit to that country, should 
include the interest received by our govern- 
ment onthe bonds purchased with tke in- 
demnity or whether only the principal should 
be paid, 1 venture to write you a line on the 
subject. 

I am satisfied the money should never have 
been collected. Having been collected,: it 
should now be refunded. Justice seems to 
me to dictate that interest as well as principal 
should be ray just as the house by its action 
decided. But the principal involved is of 
much more importance to Japan than all 
the money in question, and I am satisfied 
Japan would be much better pleased with the 
refunding of the money exacted, without 
any interest, than with a gross amount 
larger than the original sum but less than 
that with interest added. The eastern coun- 
tries have been so unaccustomed to ‘“‘fair 


play” from the stronger powers of the world 
that this action of congress, if consummated, 
will be such a new departure as will redound 
to our credit if we receive no other benefit. 

I write, therefore, to express the hope that 
the conference committee will agree by one 
or the other of the two branches—one favor- 
ing the payment of interest in full, the other 
of paying only principal—yielding entirely 
aad not compromise on a part of the interest. 
I hope you will not regard this as an attempt 
to interfere with matters of legislation on my 
part, but as president I took an ‘interest in 
this matter, and as a traveller since I con- 
firmed the views previously entertained on 
the subject. 

Expressing the sincere hope that this mat- 

ter will be finally and creditably settled be- 
fore congress adjourns, I am, very truly 
yours, _ U. S. GRANT. 
' P.S.—If any rate of interest should be 
agreed upon in lieu-of what the government 
has actually received from the bonds _ pur- 
chesed with the indemnity, the principle in- 
volved would be preserved, even if the rate 
should be low. Butthe appropriation of a 
gross amount to be returned without the 
amount being based on any calculation of 
what is due to Japan could not, in my 
opinion, be as well received as the admission 
that we hold. and have beld for a number of 
years, funds actually the property of that 
country, and now we want to return it, and 
the question is, with or without interest, and, 
if with interest, at what rate? o, ..

It should be remembered that the river 
and harbor bill differs from all other appro- 
priation bills in the respect that it does not 
relate to any stated fiscal year. The enacting 
clause simply provides that ‘the following 
sums of money be and are herebv appropria- 
ted to be paid out of any money in the treas- 
ury not otherwise appropriated, and to be ex- 
pended under the direction of the secretary 
of war for the construction, completion, re- 
pair and preservation of the public works 
hereafter named.’’ The government need not 
have expended a dollar during the fiscal year 
under the vetoed bill; it could have re- 
claimed the Potomac flats and improved the 
Mississippi river; it could have condemned 
the ‘‘local’’ items inthe bill, and fully or 


| partially carried out the national items; its 


discretion, in a word, was complete beyond 
another session of congress, and still the bill 
was vetoed. 

The veto may make Mr. Arthur some 
Lfriends in the districts and states that were 
not provided for in the bill; but as a political 
document it is a sweeping condemnation of 
the republican party.

SUMMER DRINKS. 
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What They are and What They Ought Not te Ke, 
Stated py an Authority. 
From the New York World. 

Foreign medical men assert that it is largely due 
to {ce water that Americans owe the infliction of 
Bright's disease. Whether this be true or not, it Is 
certainly due to too much ice water that we owe 
much temporary discomfortin hot weather. There 
are in New York three er four fountains bearing 
the sign ‘‘free ice water,’’ and around these thirsty 
crowds may be seen drinking at one gulp enough 
ice water to last them all day. Fortunately the 
free ice water fountains are not so numerous as 
hose which furnish warmer water, which quenuches 
the thirst and is not so seductive te the throat as to 
make one drink too much of it. At isgtervals along 
the lines of the surface railroads of the city may be 
found tubs of water in which oatmeal has been 
thrown. Oftena bucket of the same mixture stan Js 
beside the tub. The streetcar horse drinks from 
the tub and the conductor and driver drink from 
the bucket. The result is that neither drinks too 
much, snd what they do drink effects the desired 
purpose without injury. 

Butin this land of drinks there is no beverage 
more useful than the great class of aerated com- 
pounds of which soda-water is the chief represen- 
tative. The enormousconsumption of this bever- 
age is a:tonishing. At Hudnut’s pharmacy—the 
largest dispensary of soda-water in the world—a 
daily average of 3, during the 
summer months, and in very hot days the consump- 
tion is frequentiy more than 4,000 glasses. Four 
boys are kept busily engaged all day in furnishing 
the foaming compound to impatient customers. At 
the mineral water establishment on the corner of 
Broadway and Seventeenth street the daily sales 
amount to as much as 2,000 or 3,000 ginseses of 
mineral water, and ata confectioner’s on Broad- 
way, just below Fourteenth street, all day iong 
may be seena row of people, men, women and 
children, sitting on stools ata long counter drink- 
ing ice-cream soda. When one person vacates 
a stool another takes his place. In several res 
taurants icet coffee made with soda-water is the 
accepted beverage, and even on the excursion 
steamboats improvised fountains are to be 
found. Soda water, properly speaking, is a solu- 
tion of carbenate of soda in water charged with 
carbonic acid gas. Ordinarily, however, the so- 
called soda water is plain carbonic acid water. It 
should be made from pure well or spring water. To

Of 
late years ‘‘dairies’’ have sprung up about New 
York, and doubtless save many a heated man from 
acding to his discomfort by means of alcoholic 
drinks. A cool glass of milk is most refreshing and 
takes away the desire for something stronger. 
suttermilk used to be a great summer beverage, 
but has come to be neglected, in New York 
atleast. ‘The penny ice industries on the sidewalks, 
where a compound of citric acid is sold, have 
grown to large proportions; frequently they are 
combined with stalls for the sale of crullers and 
pies, and the urchin who has five cents can feast 
and distort himself. On the excursion boats about 
New York in the various cool places of public resort 
may be heard cries like that of a waiter who last 
night sang into the ears of 200 people: ‘‘Fresh— 
rad soda, sarsaparilla — ginger-ale —lemon- 
ade!’’ 

Everybody thirsts and the money-making indi- 
vidual turns thirstinto capital. After all, perhaps, 
the most grateful drink of all isa mighty draugnt 
from the cool old spring under the hill, where you 
put your mouth toa trough of bark and let the 
water run into your throatand down your shirt- 
front.

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FRED WOLFFE TALKS 


About the Great Overisane of Cincinnati, New Or 
leans and Texas Pacific Steck. 
Special Dispatch to the Enquirer. 

New York, August 2.—The publication 
here this morning of the overissue of stock of 
the Cincinnati, New Orleans and Texas Pacific 
railroad company, caused a good deal of ex- 
citement among chose who are interested, di- 
rectly or indireccly, in the Erlanger syndicate. 
It was not without interest to the financial 
community and in railroad circles generally, 


both of which seem to nave watched the pro- | 


gress of the syn licate and been observant of 
its success. 

Mr. Fred Wolffe, the manager of the syn- 
dicate, was found by your correspondent in 
the office of the several railroads in which it 
is interested, over the national bank of the 
state of New York, corner of Exchange Place 
and William street. While admitting that 
the affair was unfortunate, he said that it 
could not have more than a very temporary 
depressing effect upon the stock or prospects 
and standing of the company. He narrated 
briefly the facts in the case, which were as 
follows: 

When the Erlanger syndicate undertook to 
lease the Cincinnati Svutbern through its 
company, the Cincinnati, New Orleans and 
Texas Pacific, it was considered both fair and 
expedient that the city of Cincinnati, by 
reason of its interest in the road, should be 
represented in the management. Mr. 
Doughty was proposed by the interest in that 
city as such a representative. He was a 
member of one of the best families of the 
city, and his reputation for honesty, business 
capacity and responsibility was unques- 
tioned. He was appointed secretary. In 
order to facilitate and, in fact, to make 
transfers of stock in the absence of 
President Cook, tbat official was accus- 
tonied to sign stock certificates in blank, it 
being the practice of the company, as with 
all other companies, to issue a new certificate 
upon the surrender of an old one for transfer. 
Soon after Doughty’s death it was discovered 
that no old certificates had been received for 
the new ones issued representing 4,000 shares 
of stock. President Cook, who is also executor 
of Doughty’s estate, took time to ascertain the 
exact amount of the overissue, the holders of 
the stock, and the amouut of Doughty's 
esiate before making the facts public. Mr. 
Woltle is quite confident of the opinion that 
neither the company nor the present holders 
of the stock will lose money by what has 
transpired. He understands that Doughty 
has left an estate about equal in value 
to that of the amount of stock he over- 
issued and appropriated to his own 
use. The persons with whom he hypothe- 
cated the stock certainly have claims upon 
the estate for theamounts advanced. Should 
they enforce them and return the stock to the 
estate, the company would claim the stock 
from the estate. On the other hand, the 
stock has been legaily issued so far as the form 
of the certificates and the signatures of the 
officers are concerned. There has beeh no 
counterfeiting forgery, yet the stock is 
illegal in that it isin excess of the amount 
authorized by law to be issued, and the com- 
pany has received no value for it. Yet, 
should it be decided that the company is re- 
sponsible for the stock, it could doubtless 
claim from Doughty’s estate an amount suffi- 
cient to redeem the overissue, and if the estate 
was notsuflicient for the purpose action could 
be taken against Doughty’s bondsmen, 
who are liable in the sum of $100,000. Mr. 
Woltle thought that the matter would likely 
go into the courts for adjudication. In equi- 
ty Doughty was responsible, and his estate 
and bondsmen were equal to any demand 
that might be made. He said that Doughty 
had ‘invested some of the money in a Chicago 
construction company, in Cincinnati gas en- 
terprises and about $250,000 in a southern 
railroad, the securities of which would bring 
areturn on his investmentif his estate was 
not forced to realize on them unseasonably. 
Mr. Wolfte said that he could not see how the 
alfair could have any substantial disastrous 
effect upon the plans or success of the syndi- 
cate,

COMMENT. 

Mr. Wolffe, it will be perceived, is very cir- 
cumspect in his statement, which is valuable 
more for what it conceals than for wWhat it 
openly reveals. He might bave told that he 
is the president ef the Cincinnati, Selma and 
Mobile railroad, and that his private secre- 
tary, Mr. M. Calm, is its secretary and treas- 
urer. He might have told how it was that a 
man in such moderate circumstances as 
Doughty should buy over $230,000 worth of 
bonds and stock in his road without his 
knowledge, or without awakening any desire 
on his part to know how he got the money 
to doit. Possibly he can throw the needed 
light en some obscure parts of this ‘‘sad 
alfair,”” and it may be that he can give reli- 
able information as to who were Doughty's 
associates in the Cincinnati, Selma and Mo- 
bile *‘deal.”’ 

The sinking fund commissioners are to meet 
on Thursday to pass upon the action of the 
trustees in ordering the release of $200,000 of 
the guarantee bonds deposited with them as 
security for making the needed betterments. 
As we have already stated, the request is an 
audacious one, and is not in consonance with 
the conditions of the lease. It should not be 
honored.

THE NAVAL BILL. 


Ite Most Salient Features as it Finally Passed the 
Senate. 

WasHInaTton, August 2.—The salient lezis- 
lative features of the naval appropriation bill 
as it passed the senate to-day are as follows: 

Section 1. Appointments fromtue Nava! 
academy are to be made when necessary to 
fill vacancies in the lower grades of the line 
engineer corps and marihe corps, but not a 
number of less than tenin each year. Gradu- 
ates who do not receive an appointment will 
be given a certificate of graduation or honor- 
able discharge, and one years’ sea pay. ‘Tlie 
active list of the medical corps of the navy 
is made to consist of fifteen medical inspec- 
tors, fifty surgeons, and ninety assistant 
and past assistant inspectors. The active 
list of the pay re is hereafter to com- 
prise thirteen pay directors, thirteen pay in- 
spectors, forty paymasters, twenty past assis- 
tant pay masters, and ten assistant pay masters, 
The active list of the engineer corps of ten 
chief engineers, with relative rank of captain, 
fifteen chief engineers with relative rank of 
commander, forty-five chiei engineers with 
relative rank of lieutenant commander or 
lieutenant, forty passed assistant engineers 
and forty assistant engineers with relative 
rank for eath as now fixed by law. The 
secretary of the navy is directed to appoint a 
commission to consider and report to the next 
session of congress upon the question whether 
it is advisable to sell any of the navy yards, 
and,if so, which ones. For general purposes 
of construetion and repair an po aay somagpen 
of $1,750,000 is made, no part of the sum to 
be applied to repairs on a wooden sbip when 
the estimated cost of the repairsexceed thirty 
per cent of the’estimated cost of a new ship. 
Any portion of this sum not required for the 
purposes aforesaid may be applied to the con- 
Struction of two steam cruising vessels. An 
appropriation of $400,000 is Ynade to build 
and fit turrets and a pilot house, to the iron- 
clad steamer, Niantonomah, and to launch to 
the best advantage the monitors Monadnock, 
Puritan, Amphitrite, and Terror. 

Sec. 2. It is made the duty of the secretary 
of the navy to make an inventory and ap- 
praisal of all stores and supplies belonging to 
the several bureaus of the department, and 
report the same to congress at the next ses- 
sion. He is also directed to cause an exami- 
nation of all vessels, and if any of them are 
unfit for further service, or if any which are 
lying unfinished in the navy yards cannot be 
finished without great and disproportionate 
expense, he shall strike the name of such ves- 
sel or vessels from the navy register and re- 
port the same to congress.

Hia Winniogs This Year— What he Has to Say About 
Mr. Kelly. 

The charge of bribing jockeys, brought by 
James E. Kelly, the pool-seller, against I. T. 
Waiton, the proprietor of the St. James hore), 
New York city, will probably be investigated 
by the executive committee of the Monmouth 
Park racing association at their meeting at 
Long Branch to-day. Mr. Kelly, who has been 
at Saratoga since his altercation with Mr. 
Walton on the Monmouth Park raee course 
on Wednesday, will return to this city to day 
and will doubtless go down to Long Branch to 
try to sustain his charges. The allegation~ 0! 
Mr. Kelly have been the main topic of con- 
versation among men interested in ‘racing for 
the last two days. Mr. Walton came to this 
city yesterday from his stock farm at Paterson, 
N. J., and in the evening took the boat for 
Long Branch. To a New York Tribune re- 
porter, who saw him ina train on the Bixth 
Avenue elevated road, he said: 

“] have got nothing whatever to do with 
those charges. Kelly’s assertions are made 
out of wheie cloth. The trouble with hin: is 
that I interfered with his business, and he has 
lost heavily betting against me. St is openly 
charged that he ua paid jockeys 10 


win or 
lose races—$25 to wiu and $10 to lose—that it 
is a regular custom of himself and others to 
do this. Now, in view of this state of things, 
it is all right, I take it, forme to pay a jockey, 
say $500, to win the race—that is, paying him 
to be honest. If he gets more money to be 
honest than to be a cheat, don’t you see that 
heis going to be honest? I never paya 
jockey to lose a race.”’ 

‘*Have you been asked to appear before the 
examining committee?” 

“Not yet; but I am going down to Long 
Branch and shall go before the committee to- 
morrow. Ishall show them my hooks and 
notes, andthey may judge for themselves. 
Here are my bets on tue races,”’ and Mr. Wal- 
ton pulled out of hisjtraveling satchel a note- 
book with the entries of many hundred bets, 
ranging from $100 to $3,000.

The latter, 
however, nevercomplied with the promise, 
He sent a message of love to various friends, 
and friendly remembrances to lady acquain- 
tances. After these kindly offices, young Ad- 
dison asked that the blind might be opened 
and his eyes permitted to rest for the last time 
upen the morningsunshine. A few moments 
latter he folded his arms upon his breast and 
quietly passed to his eternal rest. 

Miss Hatchet, upon whose account Addison 
lost his life, is the daughter of Dr. Hatchet, of 
Lunneburg, a gentleman of high social posi- 
tion. She isabout twenty years old, petite in 
form, and while not beautiful, is considered 
very attractive. She has at times contributed 
articles to northern literary papers and maga- 
zines. She deeply regrets the result of her 
indiscretion in writing the offensive letter to 
Garland. The friends of that gentleman de- 
clare that he and Miss Hatchet were never en- 
gaged. Garland is about twenty-nine years 
old, and a man of culture and fine personal 
appearance.

RAMPANT REPUBLICANS. 


TWO CONVENTIONS AT WORK ON 


NOMINATIONS. 
i 


The Syndicate and the Anti-Syndicate Have a Lively 
Tilt, Which Results in Two Conventions—Tne 
Pledger Faction Hold a Convention—TLhe 
Syndicate Does the Same Taing. 


“ 


When on yesterday the bright sun arose to 
his course he lighted a most fearfully and | 
wonderfully mixed republican party in Geor- 
gia. Un the night before the deliberations of 
the syndicate were rudely broken in upon by 
one hundred and fifty delegates and a degree 
of disorder was produced which was not in 
keeping with the plans and ideas, upon which 
the members proposed to act. Pledger, the 
chairman of the state central committee, 
called the convention, and he regarded it as 


his duty and his privilege to call the conven-f 


tion toorder. This was not exactly what was 
wanted by the other wing of the party, and 
after the arrest of Pledger and his friends on 


the night before it was pretty well settled 
that the breach could not be healed. 
THE ORIGIN OF THE TROUBLE, 

The origin of the whole trouble seems to be 
about this: For the pasttwo years Pledger 
has held the place, but contrary to custom, 
asthat officer has usually served for four 
years, a decided movement was made for his 
removal, and in his place substitute a white 
republican. For the consideration of this, 
about a hundred of-the delegates collected 
Tuesday night at the United Statas court room, 
with Judge Wikle, of Bartow county, as 
chairman. Pledger being collector of cus 
toms of this port, and ex-officio custodian of 
the building, had given positive orders that 
no caucus should be allowed to convene in 
the building, and at the same time repaired 
with his friends to another part of the city. 

General Longstreet with the anti-Pledger 
party arrived, and seeing the state of things 
ordered the court room opened. This was 
done and the assembly called to order by 
Judge Wikle. Business was proceeded with, 
the doors being closed and Mr. Chap Norris 
being stationed outside to see that noone 
should enter except those opposed ts Pledger. 
The latter seeing that his efforts to prevent a 
meeting of his opponents had proved ineffect- 
ive, with a large number of his friends pro- 
ceeded to the hall, forced their way in, or- 
dered the room cleared and assumed general 
command. General Longstreet senta deputy 
for the police and soon Pledger, and J. H. 
Brown, another leader, were arrested and bus-; 
iness proceeded with. ro 

YESTERDAY'S WORK, 7 

The Farrow- Longstreet party held a caucus 
early yesterday morning, from which the fol- 
lowing dodger soon eminated: 

Whereas, The chairman of the state central com- 
mittee led a mob last night to break up a republi- 
Cah Chucus,; 

Therefore be it resolved, That he is an improper 
person to organize the convention to-day, and that 
a committee of three be appointed by the chairman 
of this committee to announce where the conven- 
tion shall meet at 12 m. to-day, and to arrange for 
its peaceable and orderly organization. 

In pusuance of the avove resolution the chairman 
of the committee, Mr John H Deveaux, appointed 
the following committee: Henry P Farrow, John 
Few, and Johu L Conley. 

By authority of the duly constituted state execu- 
tive committee, the republican state convention, 
duly called, will be convened at the United states 
court room this day, at 12m.,and all duly ap- 
pointd dejegates will take du@ notice thereof and 
govern themselves accordiigly.

The Pledger party was to meet at the capi- 
tol and thus the split was defined. It was a 
square tilt between the executive committee 
and the state central comaittee. Just before 
the time for the meeting of theconvention in 
the capitol Pledger was arrested on a state 
warrant charging bim with forcible entrance. 
The basis of the charge was 
the fact that Pledger was in the 
crowd that went into the syndicate caucus on 
the night before. He promptly gave bond, 
however, and was,ready at ten o'clock toopen 
the convention. The full proceedings of the 
convention of each wing will be found below. 
The Pledger convention waited an hour for 
the delegates to learn of the true situatign. 
Pledger remained in the chair so as to pre- 
velit his place being seized. 

CALLED TO ORDER, 

At il o’clock Chairman Pledger rapped his 
gavel. Colonel J. E. Bryant arose and ac- 
dressed the chair. Pledger told him that the 
convention had not been opened. Colonel 
Bryant sat down and Pledger proceeded to 
Say: 

PLEDGER'S ADDRESS, 

“Gentlemen of the Convention: As chair- 
man of the republican state’ central commit- 
tee, the duty devolves upon me of calling 
this convention to order, having been ordered 
to come here to-day at 10o0'clock. I have, 
for reasons -which are known to mysell 
and to members of this body, delayed 
the calling of the convention to 
order in the interest of harmony. Idid it not 
because it was likely to bring any additional 
votes tothe republican party, for the hali 
dozen hangers on, or would be ov ners of the 
republican party cannot make the republican 
party much larger than it is. ,[ Applause. | 
They have only one ambition and that ambi- 
tion is self-aggrandizement and when the 
people of the state of Georgia—the true mem- 
bers of the party—cannot be used by them; 
whem they cannot be looked upon as tools or 
as clay in the hands of the potter they, giant- 
like in their own eyesight, move out and pro- 
claim themselves the masters of the 
republican party. They are the leaders and 
they will not consult with the people who 
make leaders. I bave delayed it, gentlemen, 

_IT say at the suggestion of friends, not because 

I desired or thought it was good to delay in 

order to give them an opportunity to be here, 

but simply to satisfy them that a majority of 
the members of the convention have as little 
confidence—which is none—in theGeorgia syn- 
dicate as Pledger has. Now, gentlemen, I de- 
sire that your meeting shall be harmoni- 
ous. I desire that everything you 
do shall be done with an eye 
to building up the republican party and mak- 
ing us a good government. I now declare the 
conyention open and ready for business.”’ 

A TEMPORARY CHAIRMAN, 

It was moved that Jeff Long, of Bibb, be 
made temporary chairman. W. H. Hurd was 
also putin nomination but declined. Long 
was elected. He was conducted to the chair 
and presented to the convention. He ad- 
dressed the convention. He promised to act 
with fairness and impartially toward all. 
When he declared the convention ready for 
business Colonel J. E. Bryant was recognized 
by the chair and delivered a lengthy speech 
on the national administration and the na- 
‘tional leaders of the party. He declared that 
he’was in full harmony with the administra- 
tion. He eulogized the president and ssid 
thatlike him he was ready to join hands 
with anti-bourbon democrats. He _ intro- 
duced the following resolutions. : 

Be it resolved, That we, as a convention, hereby 
indorse the administration of President Arthur, 
and pledge to it our unqualified support. 

Be it further resolved, That any member of this 
convention (if any there be) not in accord with the 
above resolution is believed to be not in harmony 
with the republican organizations of this state an¢ 
the union. 

The resolutions were seconded by W. H. 
Hurd in a short-speech. He said that it was 
Arthur who gave to the Garfield and Arthur 
ticket its strength. He said that he had been 
an earnest advocate of the election of Hon. 
Emory Speer and that without his work in 
the campaign Speer could not have been 
elected. He was followed by Tunis G. Camp- 
bell, an old ‘colored man, who made a good 
speech in favor of the resolutions, which was 
listened to with close attention by the dele- 
gates. On the vote the resolutions were 
adopted by a vote of 174 fer to none against 

“the resolutions. A member said that he 
thought there were more than that many per- 
sons present. 

It was moved a committee on credentials be 
appointed to consist of one member from each 


congressional district. Miller, of Bartow, 
epoke in favor of the motion. 

BROWN, OF THE DEFIANCE, 
endeavored to get the floor to offe- a resolu- 
tion. The chair ruled him out of order. 
Piedger said that the gentleman wanted to be 
Leard on a question of privilege. 

Several delegates arose to a point of order, 
which amounted almost toa point of disorder 
for the convention. (Quiet was restored, and 
Wright, of Richmond, moved to lay the sub- 
stitute on the table. Brown having failed! to 
secure recognition by the chair, Pledger in 
liis behalf arose to speak and took occasion to 
say that the editor of the National had told a 
million lies on hundreds of the delegates. 
Wright’s motion was put and carried, and the 
matter was laid on the table. 

Sykes, of Savannah, moved the appvint- 
ment of a committee of five to confer with 
the syndicate wing. Brown said that his res- 
olution covered the same matter, and pro- 
posed to put it in for Sykes. The chdir told 
him that such a proceeding would be irregu- 
lar and out of order, 

Mr, Locke moved the appointment of a 
committee of nine on credentials, and alsoa 
committee to receive any communications 
that might be sent in by factions of the party. 
He siid: "Notwithstanding t at last night 
at 11 o'clock | Knew.that at least 90 per cent 
of the delegates were in favor of sustaining 
the state central committee, and perhaps not 
as much as 10 per centin favorof sustaining 
the convention, I went to Colonel Farrow 
this morning, and said that I was willing to 
compromise with him and Mr. Johnson about 
men and things. He said that 

HE WOULD BE DAMNED 

if he would compromise with any such an as- 
sembly.’’ Cries of ‘‘let him go,’’ and *‘go on 
with .the republican convention then.” 

A voice—'May the Lord have mercy on 
his soul,”’ 

Another voice—‘‘Why not say the devil?” 

Mr. Locke went on to say that the members 
of the syndicate had been threatening for a 
week that if they couid not control the con- 
vention and be the bosses they intended to 
break it up. He was still however in favor of 
a committee of five, to receive any communi- 
cation that might be sent. He was unwiliing 
to instruct that committee to go and hunt 
them up. 

The resolution for the committee of nine 
was adopted. 

Hurd spoke. Hesaid that he knew that 
Colonel Farrow would do what he had done 
He had told him so to his teeth. He was 
satisfied, however, that the colored people had 
too much manhood to be led about by a 
man who was always being interviewed by 
THe Constitution, and saying what he could 
He said that the statement that Farrow

do. 
eould control the party was a “‘lie. 

Jackson McHenry made a speech, in which 
he held the syndicate up in a ridiculous light. 
He said that be had no position from which 
he could be turued out on account of his op- 
position to the syndicate, and the reason he 
had none was l«ecause he would not Kiss any- 
body’s dirty feet. Grown, of the Defiance, 
spoke. He was opposed to any con- 
ciliation whatever. He said the republicans 
of Georgia were in tbat house, and he was op- 
posed to any committees going out to hunt 
up bolters. He said tuat Pledger and two 
hundred and fitty more went to the meeting 
on the night before; that Mr. Conley and 
Colonel Farrow said they were a drunken mob. 
He denounced the statement as false. It is 
suppesed that certain of the delegates could 
not see which way he wes heading, as W. W. 
Brown, of Macon, moved that his time be 
fixed at two hours. Brown told him to keep 
stilland to understand that he was nota 
white Brown but a brown Brown. The pun 
produced only a sligat ripple. The conven- 
tion evidently did not appreciate puns, 

srown said that Farrow had put some of the 
delegates into the hands of the police. He 
was in favor of tabling the resolution to ap- 
point a committee to confer and harmonize 
with him. 

The resolution for the appointment of a 
committee to receive communications from 
the bolting wing was adopted. The commit- 
tee was appointed as tollows: James A. 
Svkes, W. W. Brown, A. E. Buck, 8S. A. Dar. 
nelland R. D. Lecke. 

Pledger was placed at the head of the com- 
mittee on permanent organization, and R. D. 
Locke was made chairman of the committee 
on credentials. 

It was thought that an effort would be made 
by the syndicate party to get possession of the 
hall, and.a committee of tive was appointed 
to take charge of the hall and keep it cleared 
until the convention: reassembled. The con- 
vention then adjourned to three o'clock, p.m. 

AF fERNOON SESSION, 

The afternoon session convened at three 
o'clock, Chairman Jeil Long per siding. On 
motion of Jackson McHenry, a committee of 
two was appointed to call on the committee 
on credentials and see when they would be 
ready to report. The comiunittee returned, 
and said that the committee on credentials 
would be ready to report in half an honr. 

Colonel Bryant moved the appointment of 
a committee of nine on resolutions, The 
motion was carried, and the conimittee was 
appointed by the chairman. 

A death-like stillness followed, in the midst 
‘of which Jackson McHenry arose and asked 
if there was no business before the conven- 
tion. He said if there was nothing to be 
done but to look at each other he moved that 
Judge -Bigby be heard from. The motion 
prevailed, and Judge Bigby addressed the con- 
vention. 

On motion of Moses Bentley Bishop Turner 
was invited to address the convention. He 
said that he was not allowed by his cburch- 
men to take part in political questions. 
He went *on, however, and made a 
very nice speech, which was listened to with 
close attention. Colonel Wade,Mr. Darnell and 
J. A..Sykes also addressed the convention. 
Suddenly a long, gaunt, 

COUNTRY LOOKING DARKEY 
arose to the right of the speaker's desk and 
said: 

“Mr. Chairman!” 

The ¢rowd laughed, and the chairman asked 
“Who the gentleman was?’ 

“Tm from down here in Clayton!” 

The crowd laughed some more, and the 
fellow proceeded when the chair had recog- 
nized him. 

“Goddar! My name's @oddar! It’s very 
well to laugh and to have our fun because 
there is facts that l want to know! I have 
been in yvearh «and listened to all the noble 
speaking!’ [More laughter.) “**There must 
be some little thing that wecan ¢ see through, 
and | want to see turough these things ‘tore 1 
go!’ | Lauguter]. 

The ieliow did not appear confused in the 
least by the laughter, but when it had sub- 
sided he continued: 

“If the gentlemen will listen to me a little 
while,’ [more laughter}, “I will try to see 
what itis about nis thing that I don’t up- 
derstand. Weisherein my opinion, and I 
want to knowit. I hear these noble men 
speak of their great policy of the republicans 
in Georgia, and 1 want to find where is the 
lines that they have struck, and where we 
stands to-day as republicans!’ [The crowd 
fairly whooped.] ‘Now the biggest fish always 
eats up the little fish. Whilst the little fish 
is eat, I wants to see the fish that wants to 
swallow me.’ (Uproarous laughter.) ‘I 
looks and thinks upon these. We are repre- 
sentatives of all over the states, the counties 
of Georgia, brought up here! We bring up 
liere from all the foreign counties of 
Georgia, the best mens’ that we 
have to represent us, Mr. Brown 
and gehtiemen: Ll want's this! I want to see 
this thing! Isay what's the use of we dividin’ 
and calling ourselves republicans and goin’ 
and representin’ men and supportin’ men 
who are democrats!” 

The fellow had reached his point, and when 
the crowd Saw what he was alter they fairly 
howled. When the uproar had subsided, 
Goddar proceeded: 3 

HK PROCEEDS. 

‘Now, that is the grand point that I want 
tosay. When I go back and they say to me, 
‘Who did you represent? and ‘Where is the 
republican?’ - Ain’t there plenty of men in 
Georgia that we can represent here? Ain't we 
got no republicans to run this race? If we 
can’t get up no man sufficient enough that we 


may get to represent the repubgcans, I 
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ask? and if we can’t get up «4 
man to represent him here for 
the governor of the republican party, I say 
we ought not to be here to day.’’ (Uproarous 
laughter.) ‘‘We will think of all these little 
things when we go back to our people and de- 
mand them to support him. I want a lead- 
ing man to answer that question for me and I 
will be satisfied. It seems to me that the 
party is going down hill when we get in the 
fix where we have to recommend demo- 
crats. I am about the age of 27 years old, 
but if we can’t get this thing right before we 
go way, ali our talk about being republicans 
won't do nothing but be cutting the republi- 
can party's throat.”’ 

When the uproar that marked the delivery 
of that speech subsided the convention was 
addressed by Colonel J K. Bryant, 
who reviewed’ the history of the 
party and held upa picture of the days of re- 
construction ee alleged kukluxism. His 
speech was quite lengthy. At its conclusion 
the committee on credentials made a report. 

RESOLUTIONS ON PLEDGER. 

The following resolutions were adopted and 
ordered to be transmitted by telegraph to the 
secretary of the treasury in order to counter- 
actany telegram that might be sent by the 
syndicate: 

Resolved, That we have entire confidence in the 
republicanism and integrity of W. A. Pledger, who 
for the past two years has served with ability as 
chairman of the republican state central commit- 
lee. 

be it resolved further, That the statement that he 
headed a drunken mob, and broke open the door 
of the caucus which was oppdsed to him is false. 
We wish him retained as surveyor of the port of 
Atlanta 

kK. L. Mauden, a delegate, arose to speak. 
He was stopped by a brother delegate who 
stated that Mauden was not a legal delegate. 
An examination of the report of the commit- 
tee on credentials showed this to be true. It 
was moved that Mauden be invited toa seat 
on the floor. The ineiion was carried. An- 
other delegate moved that a committee of 
three be appointed to seat him on the floor, 
and thus amid good humor the convention, 
afterthe appointment of a committee on 
nominations, adjourned to meet at 9 o'clock 
this morning. The committee on nomina- 
tions is as follows: J. KE. Bryant, 38. Dar- 
nell, A. E. Buck, W. H. Hurd, Judge bigby, 
EK. M.Shibly, R. R. Wright, A. H. Hendricks 
and C. EK. Coleman. 

THE SYNDICATE WING, 

Pursuant to the resolutions set forth in the 
dodger, about fifty whites andas many blacks 
met at the designated place, and were called 
to order by Colonel Farrow, whe addressed 
them, stating that it was his desire that the 
party should be put on a better working basis, 
and that this could not be accomplished with 
Pledger aschairman of the central committee: 
that for two years he had held the place, and 
had done nothing for the promotion 
of the party’s interests, and that some one 
else should be put in his pl-ce. A temporary 
organization was eflected by the election of 
W.M. Pleasants of Savannah, as chairman 
and Messrs. Kem pill andgLawsonas secretaries, 
and the appointment of the following com- 
mittee on credentiais: Messrs. Deveraux, 
Wessolowski, Head, Cantey, Post, Clark, 
Holtzclaw, Hill, Davis, Brown and Gilbert. 
The meeting then adjourned until 3 o’clock 
p. m. 
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EVENING SESSION. 

At four o'clock Colonel Farrow announced 
that he had been notified by the presiding 
officer that he was holding an important con- 
ference with other partics for the interest of 
harmony, and moved that Gevernor Conley 
take the chair. The motion was carried and 
Governor Conley called the convention to 
order. 

Colonel Farrow then introduced the foilow- 
ing resolutions, which were unanimously 
adopted. 

Whereas, This convention is organizéd by 
authority of the duly constituted state execu- 
tive committee in pursuance of the follow- 
ing resolution adopted by said committee. 

And whereas, As « portion of the republi- 
cans of the state have this day refused to 
abide by _ this resolution and _ have 
organized outside of the authority of the 
regularly constituted state committee, and 
whereas said body has appointed a committee 
to confer with this convention, with a view 
to the restoration of harmony, and whereas 
we are willing to make any reasonable con- 
cession for the sake of our common cause; 

Therefore, resolved, That the president of 
this convention, so soon as we shail have a re- 
port from the commm@tee on credegtials, ap- 
point a co-amittee of five to confer with the 
committee already appointed by the other 
body above alluded to, and that said commit 
tee be, and it is hereby instructed, to make 
all honorable efforts to harmonize all existing 
differences, and report the same to this con 
vention. Messrs. Farrow, Conley, Wilson, 


BA is : 
fom Johnson and Singleton, were appointed 


on the committee. 

Colonel Jack Brown, as chairman of the 
committee on credentials, made the report of 
that committee, showiug an attendance of 
abouta hundred and fifty to this branch of 
the convention, and the representation of 
over a hundred counties. 

A KECESS TAKEN. 

On motion the convention took a recess 
until half past five, to await the report of 
the committee on conference; but finding at 
that time that thecommittee could not report 
for some Aime, adjourned for to-day at 9 
o'clock. 

From present prospects there seems to be 
but little chance of a reconciliation, and it 
seems as if the republican party will have two 
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heads tu its central committee. One of the 
principal bolters stated to a CONSTITUTION re- 


what was the cause of the dissatisfaction 
against Pledger, “that the party wanted a 
man of iniluence in that position, and that 
Pledger bad none.” 

“Suppose you make no compromise, what 
move will you take?” 

‘We will appoint a reliable man for the 


appointment, and recognize him.” 
The bolters hold that they are not bolters, 


and that the other party is the irregular one, 
and whose actions are illegal. 

The ‘‘custom house’ party are composed 
of nearly all the white delegates. Among 
the members are Governor Conley, General

porter and unbosomed himself as follows: 

“I gave orders to the watchman in the 
early part of the evening not to 
open the court room for aa 
meeting of any faction, but if the members of 
the republican party desired to come together, 
to allow them te caucus in there.
